called by Solicitor D. C. Almon at 
the request of a Daily representative, 
but the call cancelled when it was 
learned that the alleged slaying had 
occurred in Morgan county. 
Deputy Sheriff Ben 
Poole stated 
today at the Morgan county jail that 
he had heard the same rumor on the 
streets of Hartselle, but that Morgan 
county officials discredited the entire 
story of any arrest. 
Rumor has it that a man residing 
in the section where the body is de­ 
clared to have been found, left shortly 
after the finding of the body. It is 
declared that a son of the man who 
is said to have left this section came 
to Hartselle and called Huntsville to 
ascertain the facts of the Madison 
county angle. He, 
however, found 
there was nothing substantial in the 
rumor.
